Veterans’ Memorial ~ 


Plans Here Revealed 


LBGION SEEKS CITY 
HELP IN ERECTING 
CLUB HOUSE 


Under the leadership of the Up- 
land post of the American Legion 
a suitable memorial building and 
club house for all war veterans 
is suggested and the city council 
last night..was asked to have a 
part in such a project. 

Actual construction will be in 
future -years, but preliminary 
plang. discussed by a Legion com- 
mittee were revealed to the coun- 
cilmen for their consideration, 
suggestions and support. General 
public support through contribu- 
tions to a building fund may also 
be welcomed, it was indicated. 

The Legion clubhouse, immed- 
iately north of the city hall, was 
offered to the city at no stipu- 
lated price, with the money re- 
ceived from its sale to be placed 
in an endowment building fund. 

Possible use of a building site 
on the city’s park, east of the 
San Antonio Community hospital, 
was suggested for the construc- 
tion of a community memorial 
building or veterans’ clubhouse. 

Allan §. Barr and Edgar C. 
Pierce represented the Legion last 
night. John D. Howe and Ear) 
E. Marsh are other members of 
the . post’s special committee, 
which for weeks has been study- 
ing the possibility of starting a 
veterans’ memorial fund. 

The suggestion was taken un- 
der advisement by the council- 
meh, with the matter to be dis- 
cussed two weeks hence. At that 
time the officials may place a 
price on the property or appoint 
a committee to work with the 
Legion in bringing plans for a 
more definite status.

PROPOSED SOCIAL 
LAW DISCUSSED 


Various aspects of a’ proposed 
U. 8, senate bill to give medical, 
hospital and insurance. benefits to 
everyone were discussed. by Rich- 
ard Ibanez at the Upland Lions 
club meeting in the Upland Wo-| 
man’s clubhouse at noon yester- 
day. 

The proposal includes a plan for 
employe-employer contribution to 
a fund for medical services. The 
bill also incorporates the present 
social security laws, providing for 
unemployment funds as well as 
old age retirement allowances, ac- 
cording to the speaker. 

He defined the measure as sen- 
ate bill No. 1161. 

For years there has been two 
opposing views in social legisla- 
tion—“liberty of the individual” 
and “security. of the individual’. 
Recognizing that No. 1161 im- 
poses further restrictions on an 
individual, it also provides for ad- 
ditional seeurity. - 

The measure, if adopted, would 
go into effect six months after the 
end of the war and benefits would 
become effective one year later, |

STRIKES; SYMPTOMS 
AND CARE CITED 


‘hat childhood: malady, measles, 
has struck Upland in epidemic 
proportions, according to city 
health doctor, Truman T. Acker- 
son. 5 

_ The type of measles making the 

rounds here are the kind general- 
ly called seven-day measles. 
‘Symptoms are sore throat, sore, 
watery eyes, and a cough, which 
in two or three days is followed 
by a bright red rash. 

“Afflicted children should be 
isolated from those who have not 
had the disease,” Dr. Ackerson 
points out, “and any children with 
the above mentioned symptoms 
should be kept af home. 

“Upland school attendance is 
severely affected by the epidemic 
and it will run its limit much 
mer if every parent will co- 
operate and realize the necessity 
for taking alt, precautions: Af- 
ter-effects can follow-measles, and 
for this reason the malady should 
not be treated lightly.” .
